What is claimed is : # 

1 . A method for forcing a fprced 
advertisement during a presentation of /a television 
program, comprising: / 

determining a point ay which the forced 
advertisement is to be presented du2^ng the 
presentation of a television program; 

selecting an advertisement to be 
presented as the forced advertisement; and 

presenting the foj/ced advertisement at 
the point in the presentation the television 
program. / 

2. The me-Wris>d ofyyclaim 1, further 
comprising: \ \ >/ 

receivirig the forced advertisement in 
advance of the point in^fene presentation of the 
television program; and / 

storing the forced advertisement. 

3. The methad of claim 1, further 
comprising requesting tfne forced advertisement at the 
point in the presentatyO-on of the television program. 

4. The method of claim 1, wherein 
determining the poiryt at which the forced advertisement 
is to be presented during the presentation of the 
television program/comprises determining when a certain 
advertisement is hreing broadcast. 

5. Tne method of claim 1, wherein 
determining the point at which the forced advertisement 
is to be presented during the presentation of the 
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television program comprises determining when a certain 
time of day occurs. 

6.. The method of claim iJ wherein 
determining the point at which the forced advertisement 
is to be presented during the presentation of the 
television program comprises deteriftining when a certain 
point in the television program id reached. 



7, The method of claam 1, wherein selecting 
the advertisement to be presented as the forced 
advertisement comprises determ5.ning the content of a 
broadcast advertisement that /s being replaced by the 
forced advertisement .

9, The method of claim 1, wherein 
presenting the forced advertisement at the point in the 
presentation of the td^levision program comprises 
continuing to present/ the forced advertisement after a 
television viewer attempts to change channels. 



10. The method of claim 1, wherein 
presenting the forc/ed advertisement at the point in the 
presentation of thk television program comprises 
continuing to present the forced advertisement after 
the television viVewer turns off and on user equipment 
through which th^ television program is being, 
presented - 
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11. A method of presenting a forced 

advertisement to a television viewer comprising; 

detecting the forced advertisement in an 

incoming video streams- 
displaying the forced Advertisement; and 
preventing the television viewer from 

changing channels during playijag of the forced 

advertisement . 



12. The metho^ii^f/ claim 11, wherein 
presenting of the forc)^d \d7ertisement comprises 
continuing to present the^i^orced advertisement after 
the television viewer turn^ on and off user equipment 
on which the forced advertisement was being presented, 



13. The methoJa of claim 11, wherein 
presenting of the forced advertisement comprises 
storing the forced advdrtisement in the user equipment 
on which the forced advertisement was being presented. 

14. A method of preg4nting a forced 
advertisement to a television /viewer comprising: 

detecting the forc^^d advertisement in an 
incoming video streams- 
displaying the f/6rced advertisement; and 
continuing to p/resent the forced 
advertisement after the /lelevision viewer turns on and 
off user equipment on ujoich the forced advertisement 
was being presented. 




15. The iAethod of claim 14, wherein 
presenting of the forced advertisement comprises 
preventing the television viewer from changing channels 
during playing off the forced advertisement. 
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16. The method/of claim 14, wherein 
presenting of the f orce^advertiseitient comprises 
storing the forced advertisement in the user equipment* 

17. A system for forcing a/forced 
advertisement during a presentation off a television 
program, comprising: / 

a processor that determines a point at 
which the forced advertisement is Lo be presented 
during the presentation of the television program, and 
selects an advertisement to be presented as the forced 
advertisement; and / 

a display that B^resents the forced 
advertisement at the point in /the presentation of the 
television program. / 

18. The /yW:em dfl claim 17, further 
comprising a storage\ d^Sjij/e/ that receives the forced 
advertisement in adv£^ice\ of the point in the 
presentation of the tej>e;7ision program and stores the 
forced advertisement. / 

19. The system of claim 17, wherein the 
processor requests the /forced advertisement at the 
point in the presentation of the television program. 

20. The system of claim 17, wherein the 
processor, in determining the point at which the forced 
advertisement is to pe presented during the 
presentation of the/ television program, determines when 
a certain advertisement is being broadcast. 

21. The system of claim 17, wherein the 
processor, in determining the point at which the forced 
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advertisement is to be presented/ during the 
presentation of the television p/rogram, determines when 
a certain time of day occurs, 

22. The system of cl/aim 17, wherein the 
processor, in determining the point at which the forced 
advertisement is to be presented during the 
presentation of the televisioiy program, determines when 
a certain point in the television program is reached. 

23- The system of/claim 17, wherein the 
processor, in selecting the advertisement to be 
presented as the forced ad\v^rtisement , determines the 
content of a broacJcS^t advfe/rtisement that is being 
replaced by the foVce^ advertisement . 

24. The sVsteJa/of claim 17, wherein the 
processor, in selectin^t^he advertisement to be 
presented as the forced advertisement, determines the 
content of the television program, 

25. The sysrem of claim 17, wherein the 
processor, in causing /the display to present the forced 
advertisement at the point in the presentation of the 
television program, qauses the display to continue to 
present the forced advertisement after a television 
viewer attempts to dhange channels. 



26. The feystem of claim 17, wherein the 
processor, in causing the display to present the forced 
advertisement at the point in the presentation of the 
television program causes the display to continue to 
present the forced advertisement after a television 
viewer turns processor off and on. 



27. A system for forcing a forced 
advertisement during a presentation oj a television 
program, comprising : 

a first processor that determines a 
point at which the forced advertisement is to be 
presented during the presentation eft the television 
program; 

a second processor /that selects an 
advertisement to be presented as /the forced 
advertisement; and 

a display that presents the forced 
advertisement at the point in tpe presentation of the 
television program.

34. The system ofi claim 27, wherein at least 
one of the first processor and the second processor, in 
selecting the advertisement to be presented as the 
forced advertisement, deteArmines the content of the 
television program. / 

35. The system of claim 27, wherein at least 
one of the first processor and the second processor, in 
causing the display to present the forced advertisement 
at the point in the presentation of the television 
program, causes the di^lay to continue to present the 
forced advertisement after a television viewer attempts 
to change channels. | 
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36. The system of claim 21 , /wherein at least 
one of the first processor and the second processor, in 
causing the display to present the forced advertisement 
at the point in the presentation of the television 
program, causes the display to conti/tue to present the 
forced advertisement after a television viewer turns 
processor off and on. 



37. A system for presenting a forced 
advertisement to a television vj/ewer comprising: 

a procers^or t}\at/ determines the forced 
status of an incoming lad^rtifs^ment and that prevents 
the television viewer rroi^-^fhariging channels during the 
play of the forced adveVti^empnt ; and 

a display rfia^ displays the forced 

advertisement . 




38. The system i>f claim 31, wherein the 
processor also causes the /display to continue to 
present the forced advertisement after the television 
viewer turns user equipment on and off on which the 
forced advertisement wa^ being presented. 



39. The system of claim 31, further 
comprising a storage dJevice that receives the forced 
advertisement and stoJes the forced advertisement.
